VHE ‘business suecessful

It cannot be established over 
night. No large business can be 
created instantly, and this is par- 
ticularly true with .service. 

The ser. tation of the car 
dealer is held. to reflect the ideas 
ability of the dealer. but this is

Some large service executives in 
the large cities hold that their de- 
partments are to create good will 
toward the product and thereby in- 
crease the sale of new cars. That 
is one of the fundamentals of serv- 
ice, to build good will. But there is 
danger in carrying this policy too 
far 

Rendering service on the basis of 
only sufficient gross profit to pay 
for overhead and investment will 
result in low service costs to the 
owner, but if sufficient and rea- 
sonable profit is not made to what 
department should the cost of new 
shop equipment and tools _ be 
charged? 

If the low cost service to the 
owner provides for this expense, the 
service station is being operated at 
a profit. If not, then there is 
danger that there will not be suffi- 
cient net to pay for new equipment. 
And a piece of equipment today may 
be obsolete tomorrow in so far as 
efficiency and production are con- 
cerned. 


To manage a service station, its 
head must have good business 
qualifications. ‘Fhese involve the 
handling of customers, the ap- 
pearance of the station inside and 
out, the shop equipment and the 
character of parts stock. The 
service manager of today and to- 
morrow must be an executive. He 
cannot be a mechanic and a man- 
ager at the same time. Mechan- 
ics to do the work right and 
others to deliver the work right 
are always available. Good serv- 
ice managers with business quali- 
fications are not so readily ob- 
tained.

The 
progress of automobile and tractor 
parts, from the iron ore, coal and 
limestone, through the blast furn- 
aces and rolling mills, and on down 
to the completed machinery paris 
will be illustrated.

Machinery will be set up to manu- 
facture certain parts of the Ford 
car. Electric welding operations, 
which play a very large part in the 
construction of the new Ford car, 
will be performed with equipment 
identical with that used in the Ford 
plants. 

Completed Ford cars and trucks, 
Lincoln cars, Fordson tractors and 

the giant three-motor, all-metal 
Ford monoplane, which carried 
Mrs. Lindbergh to Mexico, will be 
on exhibit. There will also be ex- 
hibits of Ford car details, such as 
bodies in various stages of comple- 
tion, cutout motors, transmission 
and rear axle assembly in motion, 
and full displays of car parts. The 
exhibition of the complete line of 
finished products alone will be a 
show of unusual size amd com- 
pleteness in itself. 

The Ford steamship lines, and the 
Detroit, Toledo & Ironton, the 
Ford railroad, will have representa- 
tion. There will be an exhibit of 
physical laboratory tests. The vast 
array of by-products and explana- 
tions of the processes will be pre- 
sented, including such items as 
Portland cement, charcoal briquets, 
tar, pitch, creosote and other oils, 
crude napthalene, Ford benzol, am- 
monium sulphates and many others.
